Important note: This request has been sent to all 34 Chicago departments listed on 
Chicago's website. Neither the Department of Innovation and Technology nor the 
Department of Human Resources maintain information WRT immediate superiors, and so 
a request to all departments is necessary. If there are any methods from any department 
to accumulate all requested records from all of Chicago from a single location, I would 
much prefer to go that route, and will then promptly withdraw any remaining requests.

maintains the records you are seeking. The Department of Human Resources does not 
have 

documents responsive to those portions of your request." 

The records responsive to this request are invaluable for understanding the underlying 
structure of the City of Chicago and its internal operation. As a result, the public's 
interest for this informationfar outweighs any burden and associated costs. 

The requested documents will be made available to the general public, and this request is 
not being made for commercial purposes.

The Chicago Department of Planning and Development was unable to locate the 
documents which would be responsive to your FOIA request.
